On the question of whether or not 
to legalize marijuana, four of the 
major Democratic Presidential can­ 
didates seem to be going to pot. Most 
are putting up a smoke screen. 
Only Gov. George Wallace is left 
standing in the schoolhouse door, 
protesting that marijuana is as 
much “ murder” as heroin or other 
hard drugs.

Shirley Chisholm, both of 
whom are pinning what feeble pro­ 
spects they have in considerable 
measure on the support of youth, are 
the only two candidates who openly 
support the legalization of marijua­ 
na Rep. Chisholm offers no reserva­ 
tions; Sen. McCarthy suggests only 
that a warning similar to that now 
printed on regular cigarette packs 
be printed on pot packages. 
Sen. George McGovern and New 
York Mayor John Lindsay, who are 
also making a special pitch for 
youthful support, are more disingen­ 
uous. Both men have made recent 
statements so much in harmony 
with the desires of marijuana users 
they have been widely interpreted 
by listeners as favoring legalization. 
When pressed for an official posi­ 
tion, however, both have retreated 
to favor only the elimination of 
criminal penalties for the use of ma­ 
rijuana. 
Neither wants to get into the area 
of what to do about those who sell 
marijuana toothers. Sen. McGovern 
does add that some day one course 
“ might be to regulate marijuana 
along the same lines as alcohol.” 
Lindsay’s office, when asked for a 
clarification of his views, refused to 
go into the subject. 
The centrist Democrats—Sens. 
Edmund Muskie, Hubert Humphrey 
and Henry Jackson—all favor a re­ 
duction of current penalties for use 
and possession of marijuana, but op­ 
pose outright legislation. All are 
vague about details, and all plead 
that they are waiting for guidance 
from the President’s Commission on 
Marijuana and Drug Abuse. The 


commission is due to make its offi­ 
cial report on March 22, but the sub­ 
stance of its recommendations has 
already leaked. 
The commission is expected to 
suggest that criminal penalties be 
retained for selling the drug but be 
eliminated for the private use and 
possession of it. The commission ap­ 
parently will still favor sending per­ 
sons to jail for growing marijuana, 
giving it to friends, transporting it or 
smoking it in public. Even so, the 
commission’s report may go a long 
way toward softening adult attitudes 
toward the weed, which, studies 
show, has been tried at least once by 
24 million Americans. 


President Nixon has 
already 
sought to dilute the impact of his 
own commission by stating flatly 
that whatever it recommended he 
did not intend to approve the legali­ 
zation of marijuana. He said he saw 
“ no moral or social justification for 
it.” The President has avoided dis­ 
cussion of what he might favor short 
of legalization, but the negative tone 
of his statements tends to' indicate 
that it is not likely to be much. 
For sheer hard-line approach, 
however, Gov. Wallace takes the 
honors. He does not distinguish be­ 
tween the use of marijuana and 
harder drugs, as most experts and 
political figures now do. “ Only when 
we take a hard-line attitude towards 
a source of drugs and make the pun­ 
ishment for the sale of drugs so se­ 
vere that the criminal will fear the 
consequence of his act, will we end 
this scourge upon our land,” he says. 
President Nixon’s Republican 
rivals, liberal Rep. Paul McCloskey 
and conservative Rep. John Ash- 
brook, split on the issue just as their 
Democratic counterparts do. Rep. 
McCloskey, who is appealing to the 
young, favors reduction of penalties 
for use and possession of pot and 
promises to study the commission 
report with great interest. Rep. Ash- 
brook concedes that some sentences 
for possession of marijuana have 
been “ unduly harsh,” but has not 
said yet whether he favors a lessen­ 
ing of the penalties. He does say 
firmly he is against legalization. 


Kre mlin 'bugs ' Nix on

President Nixon’s advisers had been 
confident the Soviet feud with Mao’s 
China would lead Moscow inevitably 
to an accommodation with the 
United States. 
They are losing some of that 
confidence. 
There is still strong hope for an 
arms agreement (SALT) But Nixon 
himself is known to feel personally 
that such an agreement, without an 
accompanying decline in Soviet 
behind-the-scenes 
m ilita ry 
maneuvering in the Middle East, 
South Asia and Africa, would be 
somewhat of a mirage. It might, in 
fact, endanger peace by leading the 
American people to complacency as 
to Soviet capabilities and intent. 
That is. under the umbrella of an 
arms agreement, but without a 
change in attitude, the Soviet Union 
might feel even more free than now 
to encourage tensions and wars that 
could lead to a Soviet-U.S. con­ 
frontation 
The growing pessimism in the 
White House comes from recent 
events. 
It is difficult to describe just how 
profoundly the Soviet actions before 
and during the Indian invasion of 
East Pakistan have influenced 
thinking in the White House. 
Before fighting broke out, the 
United States appealed in vain for 
Moscow to cooperate in getting India 
to hold off to see whether Pakistan, 
in response to American appeals, 
would agree to self-determination 
for East Bengal and would stop its 
armies from riding roughshod over 
the Bengali. 
The Soviet Union refused. In­ 
stead Moscow used its military 
muscle to encourage the Indian 
invasion and to warn Communist 
Chine not to interfere, under the 
implied threat of Russian armed ac­ 
tion 


Nixon himself is especially bitter 
that Soviet vetoes prevented the 
United Nations from moderating the 
conflict or achieving a cease fire 
during the fighting, though the 
Gerneral Assembly voted over­ 
whelmingly for a cease fire and 
withdrawal. 
As Henry Kissinger sees it, Soviet 
attitudes during the India-Pakistan 
crisis have dangerous implications 
for other regional conflicts. 
Nixon’s advisers are known to be 
convinced the Soviet Union has lost 
interest in meaningful cooperative 
efforts to achieve either an interim 
or permanent settlement of the 
Israeli-Arab conflict. They see the 
Soviet Union continue to use that 
conflict to perpetuate and expand its 
own military position in Egypt. They 
note that Moscow has taken ad­ 
vantage of Egypt’s increasing 
dependence on Soviet m ilitary 
supply to gain the use of naval and 
air facilities in that Arab nation. 
The White House believes these 
Soviet actions in Egypt and else­ 
where in the Middle East have 
serious implications with regard to 
the Mediterranean, the Atlantic Al­ 
liance and global stability which 
cannot be ignored. 
Meanwhile the Soviet Union con­ 
tinues to fuel local tensions in a 
number of African lands, meddling 
in local quarrels and local politics in 
ways that could lead to armed 
conflict. 
So far as can be determined, 
niether Nixon nor his advisers have 
given up hope. They believe that the 
pressure 
of Communist 
China’s 
growing nuclear power and the vigor 
of Mao’s worldwide counter-Soviet 
drive will bring Moscow (perhaps 
kicking and screaming all the while) 
to a more moderate stance world­ 
wide. But they admit they have not 
much to go on to date—except for 
the arms talks.

The true ' John Se rv ic e s tory

It is difficult nowadays not to run 
into stories about and interviews 
with John Stewart Service, a former 
State Department officer and per­ 
haps the man most responsible for 
delivering China to the Communists. 
That NBC, Parade magazine, and a 
host of newspapers want to glorify 
him is their own business. But when 
they become part of a systematic at­ 
tempt to falsify history—and to mis­ 
lead the American public—then it is 
a matter of general concern. 
Let me quote from a piece on 
Service which appeared in Parade 
under the by-line of Lloyd Shearer, a 
writer usually more interested in the 
vagaries of show business. Hardly a 
word of what follows from the Pa­ 
rade article is true—but it is what 
Service wants us to believe. 
“ Service perceived very early in 
the game that Chiang Kai-shek had 
little intention of using his troops to 
fight the Japanese invaders in China 
... in 1945, through the intervention 
of Patrick Hurley . . . Service was 
ordered back to the U.S. Subse­ 
quently he was arrested in June, 
1945, as a suspect in the ‘Amerasia’ 
case. His arrest was disgraceful 
travesty committed by the U.S. Jus­ 
tice Department which sought to 
have him indicted merely because 
some of his State Department re­ 


ports had been found in the maga­ 
zine’s office . . . 
“ In 1950, Sen. Joe McCarthy, 
looking for scapegoats because 
mainland China had gone Commu­ 
nist, accused Service of disloyalty. 
Although a Congressional investiga­ 
tion cleared him, Service was fired 
by Secretary of State Dean Acheson 


What are the facts? The record 
shows that it was Chiang Kai-shek 
who fought the Japanese and took 
the greatest losses, while the Chi­ 
nese Communists attacked his 
flanks and refrained from any ser­ 
ious combat against the Axis. As a 
Foreign Service officer in China, he 
consistently attempted to undercut 
Ambassador Hurley, went behind 
his back in “ reports” to the State 
Department, falsely denigrated the 
Chinese government, and with equal 
falsity claimed that the Chinese 
Communists were “ agrarian re­ 
formers.” 
Ordered back to the States be­ 
cause of his unprofessional conduct 
and his general troublemaking, he 
made contact with Philip Faffe, edi­ 
tor of the Communist magazine, 
Amerasia. (Jaffe also used the alias, 
J. W. Phillips.) In February 1945, a 
Far East analyst with the Office of 
Strategic Services read an article in 
Amerasia which quoted verbatim 
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"I like to th in k o f wh at we are doing as 'ab sen teeism/ like 
in th e Un ited States Sen ate, in stead o f p layin g h o o ky!" 


Sports v iole nc e — 


It is easy enough to deplore the 
violence that seems to be a frequent 
extra added attraction at college 
and professional basketball games 
these days. 
It is easy to condemn the par­ 
ticipants in the South Carolina-Mar- 
quette, Minnesota-Ohio State, Texas 
A&M-Baylor, 
Atlanta 
Hawks- 
Portland fights, or to congratulate 
the Big 10 for suspending the two 
Minnesota 
players 
principally 
responsible for the flagrantly 
vicious and cowardly attacks on 
their Ohio State opponents. 
It is easy to despair at the state of 
affairs which allows fans to come 
out of their seats to participate in 
what began as player-to-player 
confrontations. 
Explaining what is taking on the 
appearance of becoming a fad is 
another problem altogether. 
Part of the blame must be placed 
on an overemphasis on winning. 
Minnesota Coach Bill Musselman, 
for instance, posted his sign above 
the team’s shower-room door: 
“ Defeat is worse than death because 
you have to live with defeat.” 
Anybody who has ever played 
basketball in a school-yard or a 
YMCA knows that even in a casual 
pickup game tensions grows as 
bodies and egos get bruised and 
fights in those circumstances are 
bad enough. So when you add big 
publicity, big crowds, big money and 
big pressure to win to the ordinary 
human tendencies toward aggres­ 
sion, you create a situation where 
the potential for violence is great. 
But it is too glib to place all the 
onus on the win-at-all-cost syn­ 
drome. Our whole society is cen­ 
tered on competition and we have, 
for the most part, avoided physical 
violence even in areas where the 
stakes are infinitely higher than the 
score of a basketball game. 
The reason we have avoided it is 
that we have strong legal and moral 
restrictions 
against 
person-to- 
person physical attacks, restrictions 
that we rigorously enforce. These 
same restrictions, however, have 
come to be less and less strictly 
applied in our entertainments, those 
fantasy worlds where many of us 


live parts of our existence. 
At the same time we have 
become less and less able to dif­ 
ferentiate between television and 
movies—where violence, however 
realistically and extravagantly it is 
portrayed, is, physically at least, 
harmless in reality—and spectator 
sports, which have assumed a large 
role in our entertainment lives. We 
know that the bad guy in the black 
hat who gets flattened by John 
Wayne is really unharmed. But we 
tend to forget that the opposing 
quarterback who gets flattened by 
our favorite middle linebacker is no 
stunt man. 
We have disguised the occasional 
surfacing of our bloodlust. Boxing 
was a little too obvious, so we have 
turned to football and hockey—mix 
your violence with a little math and 
a little high-speed choreography and 
you have a modern-day version of 
the Roman circus. 
Even genteel, unpadded basket­ 
ball has become affected. It has 
never been the sissified, non-contact 
sport many people imagined it to be. 
But strength and aggressiveness 
now play an unprecedentedly large 
part. 
Having created an atmosphere 
that is conducive to violence—that 
encourages it in some instances, 
accepts it in many others—we 
should not be surprised when 
in the make-believe world of 
spectator sports it sometimes 
happens that for a shocking moment 
we realize that the blood we see is 
real. 
We should not be surprised. We 
should only wonder what effect it 
has on our children to see pro 
basketball’s biggest star, Kareem 
Abdul-Jabbar, in a nationally tele­ 
vised game, take a furious punch at 
the back of the head of a man who 
has fallen, helpless, and be punished 
only by a personal foul that allowed 
him to remain in the game. We 
should wonder what effect it has on 
our children to see Minnesota’s 
Corky Taylor knee an Ohio State 
player in the groin, again in a 
televised game. And we should 
wonder what it is about us that 
develops an addiction to violence. 


from a top secret report he had writ­ 
ten. OSS security was alerted and 
went into Amerasia’s offices in New 
York. Agents found elaborate photo­ 
copying equipment and hundreds of 
highly secret military and diplomat­ 
ic documents from Naval Intelli­ 
gence, the State Department, Brit­ 
ish Intelligence, G-2, etc.—all 
stamped with an Espionage Act 
warning. 
After conferences between Sec­ 
retary of State Stettinius and Navy 
Secretary James Forrestal, the F B I 
was called in. Following a thorough 
investigation of Jaffe and his con­ 
tacts, the Amerasia offices were 
raided. More than 1,700 documents, 
including the most secret military 
papers, were found in the office. 
Among those arrested was Service, 
who had been meeting secretly with 
Jaffe in hotel rooms and admitted 
that he had turned over to Amerasia 
certain documents. His excuse was 
that they were not classified docu­ 
ments but his personal copies of 
those same documents. 
But the F B I had more than this. 
During its investigation, it had re­ 
corded conversations between Jaffe 
and Service. In one of these conver­ 
sations, Service had said to the Com­ 
munist editor, “ Well what I said 
about the military plans is, of 
course, very secret.” At another 


meeting, Service told Jaffe that cer­ 
tain documents would be very diffi­ 
cult to get, but that he would be able 
to run off copies. 
When the Amerasia Case broke in 
the newspapers, the left-wing media 
rushed in with smear attacks on 
those responsible for the investiga­ 
tion. Tremendous political pressure 
was brought to bear on the Justice 
Department. Almost no evidence 
was presented to the grand jury, and 
as a result only two indictments 
were handed up. Service went scot 
free and retained his job at the State 
Department, still insisting that the 
Chinese Communists were not Com­ 
munists—and all dear friends of the 
United States. 
By even the most relaxed stand­ 
ards of security, a State Department 
official who admitted to turning over 
secret documents to a Communist 
agent—and who discussed “ very se­ 
cret” military plans with him— 
should have been dropped as a se­ 
curity risk. But none of this is men­ 
tioned in Lloyd Shearer’s bland arti­ 
cle for Parade. It wouldn’t have tak­ 
en him any time to determine the 
facts. They all appeared, with full 
documentation in my book, Spies, 
Dupes & Diplomats (Arlington 
House, New Rochelle).

And, 
if it came to that, I ’d take on 
this typical “ man’s job” just 
for that reason alone. 
At our house it would all even 
out. Because, he happens to be 
a gourmet cook and probably 
prepares more dinners than I. 
Getting out from behind that 
traditional block of so-called 
women’s work and men’s work 
is perhaps difficult when you’re 
over 30, but, once you’ve 
struggled out of the cocoon, you 
can enjoy flapping your wings. 
A woman can even fix her 
husband coffee and carry it to 
him without having an attack of 
the grovels.

Poole d-inc ome fund is boos t to c olle ge s 


CHICAGO (AP) — Univ er­ 
sities are among the first to 
feel the squeeze of a financial 
press, but most of the nation’s 
schools are anticipating an up­ 
swing throug h a new dev ice, 
the pooled-income fund. 
The pooled fund allows per­ 
sons to make donations to char­ 
itable institutions and g iv e 
themselv es a life income plus 
immediate tax relief. 
Richard W. Ubi, a Loy ola 
Univ ersity estate planner, ex ­ 
plained that the pooled fund 
was made possible by the 1969 
tax reforms but wasn’t imple­ 
mented by most schools until 


after Internal Rev enue Serv ice 
reg ulations were published in 
late Nov ember 197 1. 
“ This is the most effectiv e 
way for any one to g iv e money 
to a univ ersity and benefit 
themselv es,” Ubl said. 
Under a pooled fund, an indi­ 
v idual could donate $1,000 to a 
univ ersity , which would inv est 
the money in much the same 
way as a mutual fund. The do­ 
nor would receiv e a life-time 
income at approx imately a 6 
per cent return rate. After the 
donor’s death, the orig inal g ift 
would become the property of 
the univ ersity . 


“ We prov ide the donor the 
property -fund manag ement, a s­ 
sure him of an income and, at 
the same time, g iv e him tax 
benefits,” 
Ubl said. Loy ola 
pay s for any costs of in­ 
v estment counseling . 
An indiv idual contributing to 
a univ ersity pooled fund could 
taken an immediate tax deduc- 
ation on his g ift. The amount of 
the deduction would depend 
upon ag e and the income-tax 
bracket of the donor. 
“ Ev ery cent earned by the 
pooled fund,” Ubl said, “ is re­ 
turned 
to 
the 
participating 
members of the pool.” 


Loy ola Univ ersity will accept 
g ifts in units of $1,000. Other 
schools limit participants to 
g ifts of not less than $10,000. 
“ Most contributions to uni­ 
v ersities are made in appre­ 
ciated stock certificates,” Ubl 
said. 
“ For instance, if an indiv id­ 
ual spent $5 ,000 to buy stock 
and the stock appreciated to a 
v alue of $25 ,000, he can donate 
the stock to a univ ersity pooled 
fund and escape pay ing capital- 
g ains tax on $20,000 at the 
same time that he retains an 
income from the stock.” 
“ It is an ideal way for the 


person who has loy alty to his 
alma mater to make a contri­ 
bution,” Ubl said. “ And that is 
the person we’re looking Tor. 
The av erag e g uy who makes a 
$5 0 or $100 or ev en $5 ,000 con­ 
tribution doesn’t do it for tax 
purposes ; he does it because he 
believ es the institution is worth 
it. But at the same time he 
takes his deduction.” 
Ubl predicted that the pooled- 
income method shortly would 
surpass 
the 
estate 
bequest 
made by many alumni, a l­ 
thoug h estate planning has be­ 
come a major project of uni­ 
v ersity fund raisers.

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DeKALB— February 197 2 was a slig ht improv ement 
ov er J anuary 197 2, according to Dr. J ack Villmow of 
Northern Illinois Univ ersity ’s Weather Serv ice, which is 
part of the department of g eog raphy . 
According to records kept for north-central Illinois, 
the month av erag ed approx imately three deg rees warm­ 
er than J anuary , with an av erag e temperature of 20 de­ 
g rees. 
This was not too bad, since the month of Februrary 
has av erag ed as cold as 9 .3 deg rees back in 1936, when 19 
day s recorded below zero temperatures. 
Vilmow pointed out that the warmest day in February 
came on the last day , February 29, when the thermometer 
reached 5 9 deg rees. Coldest day was 11 below zero on the 
sev enth. 
All-time records, according to Weather Serv ice rec­ 
ords, occurred in 1930 and 1932 when the mercury rose to 
66 deg rees. Record lows happened in 1905 and 1933, when 
the temperature dipped to 26 below. 
Two distinct “ breaks” in the weather occurred last 
month. Frig id winter weather persisted until the 12th of 
the month. In fact, all six sub-zero day s fell between the 
fourth and ninth of the month. 
The second “ break” started on the 27 th, when a pre­ 
v iew of spring -like weather was ex perienced with 40 de­ 
g rees on the 27 th, 49 on the 28 th, and the hig h for the 
month, 5 9, on the last day . 
Villmow indicated that long -rang e forecasts for 
northern Illinois indicate below normal temperatures and 
abov e normal precipitation for March, which could still 
mean a v ery snowy month.
